1. Claim 1 

A millipore filtering and absorbing filter tip for the cigarette having a wrap paper, 
characterized in that: 

(a) a fiber element (3) and a millipore filtering and absorbing element (2) are 
provided within the length of the filter tip; 

(b) the millipore filtering and absorbing element (2) are positioned at the fore 
section, middle section or rear section of the filter element (3), or positioned at the 
fore and rear sections; and 

(c) the length of the millipore filtering and absorbing element (2) is selected as 
desired and when the element (2) has the same length as the filter tip for the cigarette, 
the filter tip consists of wrap paper (1) and the millipore filtering and absorbing 
element (2). 

2. Paragraph 3, page 3 of the specification 

The first kind of filter tip is represented by the cigarette under the trade name Mild 
Seven made in Japan. The filter tip of such cigarette consists of two sections. The fore 
section is made from the acetic acid fiber with the particles of active carbon and the 
rearward is acetic acid fiber. 

3. Last two paragraphs, page 4 of the specification 

As shown in Figure 1, the filter tip for the cigarette consists of wrap paper (1), a 
millipore filtering and absorbing element (2) and a fiber element (3), wherein the 
millipore filtering and absorbing element (2) is made of a material selected from the 
group consisting of by active carbon, medicinal stone, alumina, calcium carbonate, 
non-alkali or semi-alkali glass, quartz sand, zeolite, bentonite and attapulgite clay, or 
the mixture of two or more of the above-mentioned substances. The principle of 
which is: when people smoke, the smoke firstly goes through the fiber element (3), by 
which the soot of larger particles and part of tar can be filtered. Then it goes through 
the millipore filtering and absorbing element (2), and is finally sucked into the mouth 
of the smoker. As the material adopted by the millipore filtering and absorbing 
element (2) has a strong capacity of absorption with increased surface area due to 
advanced labyrinthic millipore, element (2) improves the absorbing capacity for the 
tar contained in the smoke and decreases the content of the tar.

In the production of the filter tip of the present utility model, the length of the 
millipore filtering and absorbing element (2) can be optionally selected. When the 
element (2) has the same length as the filter tip for the cigarette, the filter tip for the 
cigarette of the present utility model consists of wrap paper (1) and the millipore 
filtering and absorbing element (2) as shown in Figure 5. A better effect of filtering 
and absorption can also be achieved. 
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
